To the Congress or the United States: 

Pursuant to. my instructions, the 
American ambassadors at London, 
Paris, Rome, and Tokio will today 
present to the governments of Great 
Britain, France, Italy, and Japan a 
} memorandum suggesting that they 
empower their delegates at the forth- 
coming meeting of the preparatory 
commission for the disarmament con- 
ference at Geneva to negotiate and 
conclude at an early date an agree- 
ment further lIimiting naval arma- 
ment, supplementing the Washington 
treaty on that subject, and covering 
‘the classes of vessels not covered by 
that treaty. I transmit herewith, for 
the information of the congress, a 
copy of this memorandum. 


Gives Motives to Congress. 


the considerations which have moved 
me to take this action. 

The support of all measures looking 
to the preservation of the peace of 
the world has been long established as 
a fundamental policy of this govern- 
ment. The American government and 
people are convinced that competitive 
armaments constitute one of the most 
dangerous contributing causes of in- 
ternational suspicion and discord, and 
are calculated eventually to lead to 
war. <A recognition of this fact and 
a desire as far as possible to remove 
this danger led the American govern- 
ment in 1921 to call the Washington 
conference. 

At that time we were engaged in 
a great building program, which, upon 
its completion, would have given us 
first place on the sea. We felt then, 
however, and feel now, that the policy 
we then advocated—that of deliherate 
self-denial and. limitation of naval 
armament by the great naval powers 


of mutual adjustment and concession. 
All Nations of Same Mind. 


At the Washington conference we 
found the other nations animated with 
the same desire as ourselves to re- 


of possible causes of international 
discord. Unfortunately, however, it 
was not possible to reach agreements 
at Washington oovering all classes of 
naval ships. 

The Washington sseaty provided a 
specific tonnage limitation upon capi- 
tal ships and aircraft carriers, with 


vessels. Every nation has been at 
complete’ liberty to build any number 
of cruisers, destroyers, and subma- 
rines. Only size and armament of 
cruisers were limited. 

The signatories of the Washington 
treaty have fulfilled their obligations 
faithfully and there can be no doubt 
that that treaty constitutes an out- 
standing success in its operation. 

It has been the hope of the Amer- 
ican government, constantly expressed 
by the congress since the Washington 
conference, that a favorable oppor- 
tunity might present itself to complete 
the work begun here by the conclusion 
of further agreements covering cruis- 
ers, destroyers, and submarines. The 
desirability of such an agreement has 


be expected that the spirit of compe- 
tition, stifled as regards capital ships 
and aircraft carriers by the Washing- 
ton treaty, would, sooner or later,

If the prospective deadlock 
cannot be broken, it is probable that 
little progress will be made for the 
time being. 

It appears to me to be the duty of

three-fold problem of land, sea and 
air armament.

Newby Leads the Attack; 
Defended by Cermak.

J. &. Jacobs, the county critic, was 
himself placed on the grill yesterday. 
Harry A. Newby, new county commis- 
sioner and new chairman of the board’s 
financé committee, was the man who 


Jacobs has told of loafers and shirkers 
in the county service, even charging 
that some of the judges do not per- 
form a fair day's work. Mr. Newby is 
a lawyer and doubts the propriety of 
criticizing the judiciary. 

“Of course, we appreciate that you 
have done wonderful work,” began 
Newby, as frequently does a judge in 
deciding against you. “But,” said 
Newby, “I am going to tell you to 
your teeth. I am going to tell you 
very frankly.” 

Mr. Jacobs later told Mr. Newby to 
his face and when it was all over the 
information which Mr. Newby was g£o- 
ing to put in Mr. Jacobs’ teeth was 
that his “personal demeanor is of- 


judges.” “ Your demeanor is absolute- 
ly unecessary and it hurts the board,” 
he added.

“Ordinarily I am mild mannered,”

“That is just referred to as my pay 
roll,” smiled Jacobs at Newby. “The 
net saving in real money last year 
was $875,000. Formerly the board of 
assessors, board of review, county 
clerk, and county treasurer did every- 
thing by hand. Now it is done by ma- 
chines. The extra and overtime pay 
roll of these four offices in 1922 was 
$965,000. Last year it was $580,000—
